The licence after signature 
will be submitted to the ship- 
ping company which will cattn- 
tersign the export licence, and 
note the number of the shipping 
order for transmission to the 
manifest. The exporter will 
then submit the liccnce to the 
bank in Hong Kong , thréugh 
which payment will be ventual- 
ly be made. It will ‘not be ticeca- 
sary for exportera to submit 
an additional export declara- 
tion In respect of soods shipped 
under the above licence, 

The practical effect of the 
above wwill be that any person 
exporting’ to these countries 
will be required to arrange to 
obtain the sale proceeds of the 
goods through one of the banks

Sir Alexander Cadogan, 
legate to the United 


Montreal, May 23.

In a speech prepared for de- 
livery to the Canadian Royal 
Empire Society, Cadogan said, 
that if only atomic weapons are 
controlled’ “the old-fashioned 
arms—guns, tanks, acryplanes 
and all the rest of it—will come 
into their own again, That is 
why we shall still hove to 
tackle genera] disarmament.

bep of these sites were begun 
shortly after the reoceupation 
it waa found that the mojarity 
vf the storage dumps were 
foeated in rudely constructed 
tunnels built by the Japanese 
in different parts of the island: 
while «further few were 
aituated in ald British air: raid 
shelters, In some instances 
the canatruction of these under- 
round magazines hod = proved 
inadequate for the purpose and 
n‘ partial collapse of the tun- 
nel workings had occurred, re- 
sulting in the burial of the am- 
munition stored there. This 
has rendered, in consequence, 
the tak. of excavation doubly 
difficult: first there has been 
the problem of locating the 
buried ammunition; and after- 
wards, the akilled and arduous 
task of removing it Sn ite. de- 
teriprated and sometimes dan? 
gerous condition. 


Most Exacting 

By far the most exacting of 
such excayntions has been the 
work at) Argyle Street which 
has jurt been brought to a suc- 
cessful conclusion after opera- 
tions loating seven months. 
‘Here the extent-of the Jap- 
nnese (unvelling was finally re- 
venled to be 2,000 feet and the 
measure of difficulty involved 
in the excavation can be guag- 
ed from the fact that 85 per: 
cent of the original tunnelling 
had either collapsed or become 
completely obliterated owing to 
a previous explosion, 

It was this explosion early in 
1946 which revealed that a 
quantity of ammunition was 
hurled jn the hillside under the 
football, field of the Diocesan 
Boya’ School. No plans of the 
suspected tunnels existed and 
the previous explosion having 
caused the entrances to became 
covered the only indication of 
the original tunnelling was by 
observation of the craters sub- 
sidences in the fall of the 


Working by this means, the 
Engincers drove two tunnels 
where the previows entrances 
were judged to have existed and 
after digging in for 60 feet 
succeeded in striking the main 
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tunnels.

Thereafter the layout of 
gulleries Increased in com- 
plexity and the workings 33 
revenled now show a rectangle 
of 160 feet by 100 feet with ap- 
proximately 16 smaller branch 
galleries, 
Danger 

The work of forcing a par- 
sare through these tunnels has 
been extremely dificult; there 
wera always the danger 0 
ing some unlocated ammunition 
and causing a further explo- 
sion; there was the problem of 
raining the shattered roof suf- 
ficiently to extract the ammuni- 
tion boxes from beneath; there 
wns the likelihood of Japancsc 
booby trapa; and, finolly, there 
wan the absence of any plans 
to serve as n guide, 

The galleries, as now dug- 
out, average some five and a 
half feet in helght and the 
main shafts are six to eight 
fect brond; the hillside is 
penetrated to a depth of 276 
fect. It has been necesaary to 
re-shore the entire workings oA 
the original timber bad col- 
Inpaed in the explosion of rot- 
ted beyond the safety point, 
Kight-seven tons of timber 
went into re-constituting the 
tunnels, while 2,000 — tons of 
earth were shifted from the 
workings, An interesting fen- 
ture was the “cribbing” which 
involved timbering to a height 
of. 20 feet in places to render 
aafe the coneavitles formed in 
the soil by the explosion. Blec- 
tric lighting: was installed in 
armoured cable and compressed 
air pumps aupplied the air cir- 
culation necessary to the work- 
ing partics employed at the tun- 
nel faces. One of the special 
problems which was encoun ler- 
ed was the number of small 
divergent yalleries occasioned 
by the Japanese meeting with 
rock in their original workings; 
being fn the main unable to uve 
blasting material they -had been 
forced in such cases to divert 
from the main tunnel. 

Unknown Gas 

The real work of excavation 
lay in extracting the —ammun~- 
{tion from the collapsed sec- 
tions of the tunnel. Here the 
roofing, with 70 fect of earth 
above it, was resting on the 
‘actua] ammunition cases; large 
mechanical jacks were used to 
raise the timbering_ some inches 
and allow the ammunition to be 
withdrawn. If still under pres- 
sure the earth was excavated 
from underneath. Progress at 
timea was reduced to two or 
three fect n day. During the 
operations bronze toala and rub- 
ber shoves were used by the 
working parties to minimise tho 
risk of an explosion, A sur- 
prise occurence waa the release 
of an unknown gas—something 
resembling phosgene — which 
stopped work in a section of the, 
tunnel for two weeks. . The re- 
markable nature of the achieve- 
‘ment In general can be weighed 
from the fact that, although the 
specific quantity of ammunition 
removed from the galleries was 
comparatively small, the dim- 
-~culties—involyed -in--ita-—excava- 
tlon were such that {n one case 
it took four and half days ta 
free a single box. 

The ammunition and explo- 
sivea removed have ranged 
from 7 mm_ shells to butk 
pleric acid explosives, and in- 
cluded: spigot mortar bombs, 
bulk black powder,’ 60 mm dla- 
chargers, 80 mm mortar bombs, 
conical Jand mines and ‘small 
arms ammunition, — 

The work Is now coniplete and} 
the community must fcel grate- 
ful for this lengthy and difficult 
operation undertaken by , tho 
Army. With tho entire system 
_of galleries cleared the tunnels 
have recently been pected by 
a board of, officers and a ropre- 
sentativ of the P.W,D. whol

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TRANSFUSIONS SAVE LIVES Re ; 


FOR BLOOD DONORS © 


It Is common knowledge that 

blood and blood products saved 
thousands of lives during the 
recent war. When a man wis 
wounded in battle and lost a 
arent deal of blood there was 
a transfusion unit ready to 
give him bload plaama or whole 
blood by vein pften within half 
an hour of the incident. Mo- 
Lile blood transfurlon, units 
were right up in the frost lines 
with the fighting troops equip: 
ped with trained personnel and 
the apparatus necessary to get 
the precious life-saving, fluids 
{¢ the patient ns quickly as pos- 
‘alble. 
* So valuable did these mea- 
sures prove in combatting 
shock and potentially fatal 
bleeding. that modern hospitals 
feel that blood transfusion and 
the use of blood = plasma con- 
atitute an essential part of 
their rervice to the public. 
Many hospitala use the “blood 
bank” system, whereby blood is 
stored ready for emergency 
ure, and as used by the patients 
in replaced by donations to the 
“bank! by their ‘relatives, sa 
that a balance of supply is 
maintained, This method works 
very well, as it ia then unneces- 
sary for the patient to pay 
the expenses of professional 
donors. Other hospitals keep 
n list of dunors wilting to sive 
blood to save life, and, when an 
emergency arises, a donor can 
be sent for, bis blood taken | 
and given to the patient. This 
is a little slower than the 
“blood bank’ method, but 
works quite well. 


Stumbling Block 


For many years an effort has 
been made to start a blood | 
transfusion service here: in the 
Colony, It was felt that there 
should be a place where an 
urgent case could receive im- 
mediate transfusion with fresh 
blood: and where cases going up 
for serious operations could re- 
eelve a booster transfusion be- 
fore and after. Doctors’ faced 
pris the problems of everyday | 
accidents, operations, anaemia 
cases, cte. have long been aware 
of the need. 

There has always been one | 
stumbling block, huwever.
